MARTHA ANNE VERBIT 

Pioneer of American Music 

Born in 1892 in Russia, composer Leo Ornstein, now 
95, was the first American pianist to introduce Euro¬ 
pean avant-garde music into New York concert halls, 
circa 1912. His own compositions were considered scan¬ 
dalous evocations of brute savagery—his most famous 
piece is titled Danse Sauvage After an exhausting 
decade of continuous concertizing, Ornstein, disillu¬ 
sioned, abruptly retired from the concert stage. He even¬ 
tually settled in remote North Conway, New Hampshire, 
utterly sequestered from any contact with modem con¬ 
cert life. A revival of his music, begun around the time 
of his 80th birthday, inspired him to resume composing, 

Ornstein returns to the Bay Area for the first time in 
60 years to reminisce about his extraordinary life.
